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PREFACE. 



1 AM indebted to the condescension of the Duke of Rut- 
land for the pleasure of offering these interesting histo- 
rical Papers to the puhUc, through the medium of the 
Camden Society. My thanks to His Grace for enahling 
me to do so, will be best expressed by the care and pains 
taken in editing them ; a task, however easy it may ap- 
pear, not to be properly accomplished without bestowing 
much attention on every doubtful word in the ancient 
manuscripts, and collating the whole with documents 
relating to the same period, both such as are already 
known and such as are unknown to the world of letters, 
— the former by publication, and the latter by conserva- 
tion in private and national Repositories. 

The laborious nature of my pursuits, in connexion 
with literature, might fairly lead to the presumption that 
an apology was deeply demanded for the manner in 
which I have performed this duty ; but I rejoice to say I 
have none to offer. Among the most gratifying circum- 
stances attending the formation of such Societies as the 
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Camden, the Shakspere, the Percy, the Spal<Mng, and 
others of the same kind, it is not one of the least that mem- 
bers of the highest gifts and acquirements in the various 
walks of study and research are the most wiUing to lend 
their aid to the humblest of their brethren. I have thus 
had the benefit of the assistance of Mr. John Bruce, and 
such assistance as would make me ashamed of being 
thought a principal in the work; and Mr. Thomas Wright, 
another eminent scholar, has also conferred on me a 
similar obligation ; and both have relieved my anxiety to 
have these specimens of Rutland Papers produced in a 
style worthy of their character. 

I may be permitted to add that this anxiety was not 
confined to the present volume, but spread itself over a 
wider future hope. I believe that the Muniment Room 
of the illustrious owner of Belvoir Castle is rich in docu- 
ments transmitted through a long line of distinguished 
ancestry, which are calculated to throw an important 
light on those topics of bygone ages which possess so 
irresistible a charm for every intelligent mind ; and I feel 
that our national history and manners (I cannot help the 
nominal jingle of the word) may receive much delightful 
illustration from the family records preserved by tne race 
of Manners. I was therefore, on general as well as per- 
sonal grounds, extremely desirous that this first work, 
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PREFACE. iX 

from that source, should not be altogether undeserving 
of being a pioneer to better things in better hands. 

The brief introductory notices to the various Papers 
preclude the necessity for offering any extended remarks 
upon the whole in this place. I may observe, however, 
that they chiefly relate to the grand ceremonies which 
characterise the intercourse of Sovereign Princes during 
the period to which they refer. It was, in fact, the age 
of pomp and gorgeous pageantry ; and the intercourse 
between Henry VIII. and Francis I., and the Emperor 
Charles Y., was marked by the greatest splendour of any 
of those memorable occasions, respecting which several 
diligent authors have complained that so little has been 
published. I trust that the present volume may, there- 
fore, be conadered as supplying this desideratum to a very 
considerable extent ; and throwing a new light on those 
public shows, which appear to have been the outward 
demonstrations of the chivabous spirit that animated the 
contemporaries Francis the First and Henry the Eighth. 
At jousts, tournaments, and magnificent exhibitions and 
entertiunments, these Princes vied with each other ; and 
though the Chronicles of Hall, HoUnshed, and others, 
contain long descriptions of many of them, I am not aware 
of any collection of official documents yet seen that has 
presented so much cinrious information, and so brilliant a 
picture of them, as the " Rutland Papers" now published.

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I need hardly point oat the hearing they often have in 
explaining political feelings, and the conclusions which 
may be rather obviously drawn from them in regard to 
the views taken by the prominent actors of each other, 
and of their principal attendants. The reason why certain 
purposes, arranged with infinite cost and trouble, were 
hastily altered, and other measures equally difficult to be 
carried into execution, substituted, may be trciced in 
close connexion with historical causes; and tiiese inquiries 
are the more interesting in consequence of the number 
of eminent national personages who are named and figure 
in the following pages. 

Thus the account of the Field of the Cloth of Gold is 
an excellent illustration of Shakspere's description of 
that gay scene in Henry VIII. Act 1. Sc. 1., and at the 
same time affords negative proof that the Poet was not 
historically correct, in putting it into the mouth of the 
Duke of Norfolk, who was not among the King's followers 
there, as the Dukes of Suffolk and Buckingham were. 
His Grace's name, on the contrary, is not in the list ; and 
he was, in fact, as there are original letters to show,* 
the President, or Chief of the Council, left to govern 
England during the absence of the monarch. 

I may also notice here, that the form of the Coronation 
of Henry VII. offers interesting facts for the consideration

of the historical reader. The directions at pages 15, 2U, 
for instance, that the King and Queen should be " grove- 
lyi^" and " prostrat" " afore the high aulter," may be 
compared not only with our modem ceremonies and 
coronation oath, but even with those of the Anglo-Saxon 
Kings.*

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The incidental allusions to the domestic habits of our 
forefathers, their residences, their provisions, the rela- 
tions to each other of varioi^ ranks, uid their different 
modes of life, will not escape the notice of the reader ; as 
they seem to foil into a tolerably minute and comprehen- 
sive representation of Court, Oty, Aristocratic, Commer- 
cial, and Private existence. 

The nature and amount of the accommodations sup- 
plied for the attendants of the Emperor, by the Clergy, 
the Corporate Companies, the Vintners, and other inha- 
bitants of London, and other localities mentioned ; furnish 
materials for comparison vilh our times, which even the 
lapse of three centuries cannot deprive of a high degree 
of interest. But I will not enlai^ upon these themes, 
nor give farther hints for antiquarian speculation. If I 
have already said too much, I trust it will be pardoned on 
the score of the anxious wish I expreseed at setting out, 
not to do discredit to a literary trust, for the confiding of 
. which I felt so grateful a sense to the exalted Nobleman 
who did me the honour to repose it, whilst I felt so diffi- 
dent of my own ability for its due performance.

DEVICE FOR THE CORONATION OP 
KING HENRY VII. 



The following paper ia not an account of Henry TIL's Coronation, of wWeh there 
has not fet been diBCOTeredui;D>natiTe, but, in accordance with iti title, is a device for 
that ceremony, prepared probably by lome officer of the College of Anas, and intended to 
be lubmitted to the correction of the King and his advlBers. It was framed upon the 
model of former ceremonlea of the same kind, and fi-om the peculiar passage in p. 10, 
relating to the Lord Chancellor, and alao &om the occurrence of the pliraie " the King 
that is to be coroned '' in a direction at p. 14, it may be conjectured to have been adapted 
from some general farm or precedent, perhaps eontained in a Ponlifieah, or collection 
of eccleiiaatical ceremonies,* Several ccpiea of tiiie device got abroad, from which ai- 
comstance ire may infer that it was adopted and acted npon: one copy is at the Heralds' 
College, another in the HarleisnMSS. No. 5111, art. 8, and another was in the poa- 
aession of Ives the Suffolk antiquary. All these differ in many respects tlom the 
one now printed, and especially Ives's copy, which he printed in a little work entitled 
Select Papers chiefly relating to English Antiquities, published from the originals in 
the poBsesBion of Jobn Ives, Esq. 4to, 1774. This volume is so scarce and so little 
known, and the device is printed in it so inaccarately, that it has been thought 
advisable not to lose the opportunity which is afforded by the liberslity of bis Grace the 
Duke of Rutland, of furnishing antiqaaries with a more accurate and more easily accea.

«M prepnred u for the CaroDstioD of the intended Queea, u well ai for that of the 
King. In that reipect it wu certainly not acted npon. Henrj Til. wu crowned on 
the 30th October, 1485, but hit marriage to Elixabeth of York did not take pl»» until 
the ISth January, 14as, and the Queen waa not crowned aatil the SSth Norember, 
1487. Hietoriuu hare aaalgned several reaaon* for the delay of the marriage, but pro- 
itMj that which waa the occaiion of retarding Henry's own coronation, the brealdag 
oat of the sweating sickness, which was very fatal daring (he autumn of 14B5, was the 
trae canse. In the foot notes we hare giYsn such iufarmatioa respecting the persons 
mentioned in this paper as may serie to identify the chief actors in the great ceremony 
to which it relates ; explanationa of some of the more dlfflcnlt words will alao be found 
in the note* at the end of the lolome.

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THE MARRIAGE OF MARY, DAUGHTER OF HENRY 
Vn. TO LOUIS XII. OP PRANCE. 

The toUowing paper, taken io connectioii vitli others alre«dy publiBhed, complete! our 
IcDowledge reipecting tlie treatment of the Doineroni EDgUah pBraooa who accompanied 
Mary into Fruice. Id September 1514 Heoij, Queen Katharine, and the EngluU 
court, repaired to DoTcr to witneai Mar;'> embu^ation for the conctry of her brief 
iovereignty, but " the winds wre trooblona and the wether fowle," (Hall, p. S70, edit. 
1SD9,} and her departiire wai in canaequence delayed. On the Snd October, ivriag a 
ihoTt interral of calm, at fbnr o'clock in the morning, she haatilj bade the Qneen adiea, 
and, accompanied by Henry to the watar'i edge, harried on board the abip which had 
been prepared (or ber. The fleet which accompanied her conaiated of fooneea veosela, 
(one of them the lergeit in the Engliah nary, and gererol laden entirely with ber ward< 
robe, atable, and treaaure, and the horsei and baggage of her companiona. They had 
aearcdy BCGompliahed a ijiuvter of their voyage when the wind again aroM, and the 
ihips of the royal fleet were acattered in all dtrectiona. Some of them took refuge in 
Caluo, others were driven int« the ports of Flanders, whilst the Lubeck of 900 ton* 
burthen, one of the largest ships in Henry's nary, was wrecked on the French ooaat, 
near Calais, and several hundred of the persona on board were drowned. With 
great difficulty the ship which carried Mary kept its course towards Boulogne, but on 
■rrivii^ ofl' the harbonr, the pilot was unable to effect an entrance, and to avoid 
further miochief ran the Bhip ashore. The princess was put on board a boat, and, 
when it reached the breakers. Sir Christopher Qamish, standing in the water, took her 
in his arms and carried her ashore. Six days after this inauspicious landing, Mary, 
having collected her scattered retinue, proceeded to Abbeville, where she was met by 
the royal brid^room, and the marriage was solemnised on the day following, being the 
9th October 1514. 

There had been ■ recent war between the two eonntriea in which England had been 
fucceMAiI, and it would seem that, among the common people of France, the English 
were extremely unpopular; so much so, that the noblemen and gentlemen who 
visited Paris at the Queen's coronation, and diatinguished themselves at the josta 
held In honour of ber marriage, were " prively set at and in niany jeopardies.'' This 
feeling amongst the commonalty, joined, perhaps, to some fear of the influence which 
her EJuglieh retainers might exercise over the Queen, in all probability dictated ths 
conrse which Louis adopted towards them. 

" On the mome next after oore marriage,'' writes the Queen three days afterwards, 
<• my chombirlayn, with all otho' men aerrants, were discharged, and in lyke wise 
my mother Gnldefbrd, with other loy women and maydyns, except nch as never had 
experiens nor knowlych how to advntjse or gyfe me counsell in any tyme of nede — 
which is to be fered more schortly then your Grace thoo^t at the tyme of my depart- 
BUTL. PAP. B 
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jDge." The " time of need" which M*ry foreuiw, bood irriTed : her hnabind ««■ 
detuned bj gont at Abbeville; when the; reached Parts he was "feeble i" amidst 
the festiTJtieB in which the ciUzens of that gay metropolia indnlgBd in bonoor of hia 
nuptials, he " lay upon a conche for wealcenes ;'' and on the anccMding new year's 
ere liia beantirul wife became a widow. 

Of the senanti who were thus anoimarily discharged, " some," sayi Hall, " had 
•erred her longe in hope of prefermente, and some that had honest wues lefte them to 
Mire her, and now they were witbont service, which caaged them to lake thought in 
somnch aome dyed by the way returning, and lome fell mad, but," he adds, " therwai 
»o remedy." 

Nor were Henry's Commissioners, who attended to deLver np the bride and to wit- 
neu the marriage, treated with much more ceremony. The King received them with 
jreat courteey, and during their short stay ample atorei were provided for them (aa will 
be leen by the following paper, which is of a more general character than is indicated by 
its title), bat al soon ae " they had done their commisaion, the French King wjlled 
them to take no lenger payne, and so gave them good rewardea, and they take ther 
leue of the Qoena and retnmed." The Duke of Norfolk, who was the chief commis- 
■ioner, wilh " oUier lordes and gentlemen," left Abbeville to return to England on the 
ISth October — the third day after the marriage. 

A lilt of the perMint who accompanied Mary may be fbnnd in Leland'i Collectanea, 
U. 701, edit. 1784, and, besides the namtivei in Hall, Stow, and Herbert, many inte. 
reating particulars of the proceedings in connection with this miaerable marriage, are 
contuned in Ellis'! Letten,!. 113, lit Ser. andi. S33,3ndSer. Anne Boleyn, then in 
the seventh year of her age, wu one of the persons " without experience or knowledge" 
who were retained in attendance upon Mary. A list of them, ligned by Lonii XII. is 
In the Cotton MS. TilCllins C. xi. art. 44, and is printed In EUii's Letters, i. 115.

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THE FIELD OF THE CLOTH OF GOLD. 

The fblloiring paper contuas a complete uid corrected Lit of the noble panoni who 
accompanied Henrj VIII. to the eihibition of rojal toignificence which took plus 
betweeD Guisnei ■sd Ardrei in the month of Jane l&SO. In the Foedert, vol. liil. 
p. 710. there is a p&per in French trhich contains the name* of the Eogliib nohlemen 
•nd gentlemen appointed to perfbrm certun seriieei on that occanon, and, at the next 
page, imotber paper in English which containi the nunea of per*ong appointed to attend 
upon Queen Katharine ; but these give a lerj imperfect notion of the number of persona 
who had parts assigned them in that spleodid spCEtacle. The foUawing paper famishes 
the desired information, and, besides coirecting some mistakes in the docoments pub- 
lished in the Foeden, informs us what number of attendants was allowed to each person 
according to hia degree. A somewhat similar list was published hj Dr. Ducarel in bis 
Anglo-NormauAntiquities, App.p. 51 ; but the following is more accniale and complete. 
The reault is, that besides Wolsey, the Archbishop of Canterborj, and the Lord Pri»y 
Sea), the King wai attended by S Dukes, 1 Marquess, 10 Earli, 4 Bishops, 31 Barons, 
S Koighu of the Garter, 97 Knights, 10 ChapUins, 13 Seijeauts at Arms, 16 Heralds, 
SCO Yeomen of the Guard, 70 of the King's Chamber, S66 Officen of the House- 
hold, SOS persons employed in the Stable and Armour;, and other persons, amounting 
in th« whole, beiides Minstrels and Trumpeters, to 935 persons, and that these 935 
persona had in attendance upon them, 330 Chaplains, 328 Gentlemen, and 3151 other 
lerrants, making a total of 4,544 persons in the King's retinue. Upon the Queen there 
were attendant, I Earl, 3 Bishops, 4 Barons, 31 Knights, 6 Chaplains, 1 Duchess, 7 
Countesses, 16 Baronesses, IB Wives of Kuighta, 35 GentlewomcD, 3 Chambcren, 50 
Yeomen, 50 attendants upon the Queen's chamber, and 60 persons emplojred iu her 
stable, making a total of S65 persons, and attendant upon these 365 there were 54 
Chaplains, 33 Gentlemen, and 909 Berrants, making the total of the Queen's retinue 
1,260 pEnons, and the whole number of persona who came with the King and the 
Queen, 5,804. We also learn that the King and bis attendants had 3,406 borses.ond tha 
Queen and her attenJants ai7, making a total of 3,333 borses. 

Towering ia magnificence above all the peraons in this vast aisemblf was the Lord 
Legate Wolse J, whose retinue consisted of 13 Chaplains, 50 Gentlemen, 338 other 
serrants, and 150 horses, whilst the Archbishop of Cantwburj and the great Duke of 
Buckii^ham had the comparetiielj trifling attendance of 5 Chaplains, 10 Gentlemen, 
&5 other serrants, and 30 horses. Except in the number of Chaplains, Wolsej bad 
more attendants than were allotted to 4 Dukes, or 6 Marquesses, or 7 Earls or Bishops, 
or 14 Barons. 

Almost ererj name in this paper will be found to contain information of interest to 
genealogists, biographers, and antiquartei. We here leam that Sir Thomas More was 
one of the gaj assembljr upon thia occasion, and, although not then knighted, that he 
and other Est^uires had the same allowance of attendtnts as if they had been Knights. 
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It ii worth; rIm of lemuk th»t the name of Anne BoloTn doei not appur in thii lut, 
nor in that of the Qoeen's attendants printed in Rymer. Her father, Sir Thomaa 
Bolejn, is meatioDcd amongst the Knights in atCeudance npon the King, and amongst 
the Queen's attendants occur her mother, the Lady Bolejrn, who was a daughter of 
ThomM Dnke of Norfolk, and i» on that accoDnt placed amongst the Baiooestei, alao, 
amongst the Knights' wives, the Lsdj' Bolejn, wife of Sir Edward Bolejn, and 
amongst the gentlewomen, Maatres Carie, Anne Boleyn'i elder sister Mary, and the 
wife of William Carey, Esq. ; but she herself, in accordance with the ascertained facta 
of her life, and in contradiction of some of the slander* of which she has been made 
the subject, is not mentioned. Amongst the Queen's attendants is a " Mastrea Vieto- 
ria.'' This is, we believe, the earliest occurrence of this name in English history. 

It will he shown in the foot note* that Tuions corrections were made in the present 
paper, in some instances for reasons assigned (as '' with the Queen' against a name ori- 
ginally placed in the King's list, and 'dead' against another name], but generally 
merely by the alteration or erainre of a name. These corrections, which were evi- 
dently made at the time, give additional confidence in the accuracy of this paper, and 
accoont for some occasional variations between it and the list published by Dr. Ducarel 
and the second document in the Feeder*.

SundajB, the ITtfa and S4th Jnne. (Montftucon, Hannmens de la Man. Fran. iT.

Hie second meeting, to which the last paper principallj relates, was held in a 
Bold between Onisnes and Ardrts, called " The Camp." In this field were " set 
and pight" two trees, allnded to aboie, and which it would be an injuitiGe to 
Hall not tu allow him to describe. The; were " trees," he says, " of mncfa honor, 
the one called the Aubtipint, and the other called the ^an^mifrr, which is in 
EogUih, Hawthorn, which was Henry, and the Baspia berry for Prannces, after 
the aignificadon of the Frenche : these twoo trees were mixed one with the other to- 
gether on a high moontaigne, coaered with green damaske ; the aame trees were artifi- 
cially wrought resemblyng the nature of the ume aa nigh as could be, the leaves were 
grene damaake, the braanchea, bowa, and withered leaves of cloth of gold, and all the 
bodies and armea of the same clothe of golds laied on tymber; thei were is heigth 
from the foote to thetappe iixiiii foote of assise, in compoise abonl an hnodrodtwentie 
and Dyne foote, and from bough to bongh fonrtie and three foote : on these trees were 
flowers and fimitei wrought in kjndly wiie with siluer and Venice gold, their beautie 
(hewed farre j on the monntsigne was a place harber wise, where the herauldea were, 
the mountaigne was rayled about, and the railes coaered with grene damaske." Upon 
these trees the ahielda of the two Kings were aet up, in token of a general challenge to 
the eiercise of feata of arms. Varioua nolilemen and gentlemen of both nations were 
associated with the savereigni in this challenge, and their shields were also auapended 
upon the trees, and any noble person who chose to answer the challenge, brought bis 
aliield to the treea, and there presented it to the Kinga of Arms. The occapation of the 
' second meeting was the suspending of the shields of the challengers i and on 11th Jnne, 
and on aeveral aubaeqaent dsya, the two courts were entertained by the exhibition of 
the martial exercises which easned. The faUowing paper relates to one of those days, 
but which of them doea not appear. It is a Uat of noblemen and gentlemen appointed 
to attend the King and the French Queen to the Getd, Certain names inserted in the 
list, and also the names of the knighta who were to be the chsllengera, and the word 
" Jnge " written in the margin against the names of the persons assigned to be the 
judges, are all in the handwriting of Henry VIII. The passages in his hand are those 
priDted in capitals. It is perhaps worthy of notice, that the name of the Duke of 
Buckingham was not in the original list, but was afterwards insetted by the King at the 
head of it.

becD " delivered of their pretence, the Ktnga rode sboat the felde u boDor of anueB 
reqaired, and the heralds cried, La fine da Tumaya." The 3Sd vbb devoted to 
Treatling, aTchei7,l> and GghtiDg at the barriers on foot with apeara, aworda, both single 
and double handed, and darti i and with tbie exhibition the mardiil eiercisea were 
brought to a close. In the conrse of the night following, a chapel was erected on the 
Geld which bad been the scene of these amusements ; and on the 33d the Cardioal sang 
high mais at an altar glittering with jewels. Both the Kings and the Queens were 
present, and an iadnlgence was givea to all hearers. On the next day, Snndaf the 
34th Jane, there socceeded a variety of masking entertainments, in which Henry, with 
bis party of maskers, visited the French Queen at Ardres, and Francis and bis party paid 
their respects to the English Queen at Guisnes. The following paper appareotly 
relates to thia, or some other visit paid by Henry to Ardres. It wonld seem, ftom 
Hall, that when Henry visited Ardres, he and his companioas were entertmned at 
dinner by the French, it ia probable therefore that the following bill of fare, if intended 
for Henry himself, was not acted upon.

MEETING OF KING HENRY VIII. AND THE 
EMPEROR CHARLES V. AT GRAVELINES. 



The Field of the Cloth of Gold was immedUtel; foUowed by ai 
coatlf bnt apparently of a more friendly character. A feelinj; of sospicion tainted the 
minds of both the English and the French daring the whole time of the meeting 
between Henry and Francis ; it wtu strikingly diaplayed in the settlement of the pre- 
linunories, and was with difficulty kept down even upon the Field itself. Hence the 
warlike approach the two Kings made to each other in the first instance, the counting 
of each other's attendants, and the panic fear of Btntagem which seized t^e leaders on 
both aides ; bence, also, the circumstance that the Kinga never visited each Other in 
their quarters ; when Francis came to GaiBnea, Henry's Qoeen received their royal 
gaeat, whilst he himself repaired to Ardres, where the French Queen awaited his 
arrival. By this atateamanlike device, which at the time waa much applauded, the 
Kings became bosUgea for each otheKa safety.* The same nneasy feeling tlirew a cloud 
over the conclusion of the interview, for there arose " a mattering," says Hall, that all 
thes« festivities were bat a prelode to the surrender of Calais, " and, far truth,'' he 
continaes, " the Frenchmen so spake and said, wherewith many Englishmen were 

The meeting with the Emperor wta not disquieted by sny such jealousies. On 
the lOth July 1520 the King, with a very nameroua attendance, proceeded to Grove-

until Satnrday the 14th July, feasted and entertained in the manner set forth in the fol- 
lowing paper, which seems however to have been prepared some dme before the meeting, 
and ia some respect^ to hare been departed from. For instance, there was no such 
preliminary meeting under a tent as, in imitation of the Cloth of Gold, is here men- 
tioned ; nor did Henry proceed to Grs.veUnes on the day here stipulated, or remain 
there for so long a time. The dates above mentioned are those given by Hall, and there 
IS no reason to doubt their accuracy. But in the most important parts of this paper; 
tiiose which relate to the entertainment of the Emperor and his Court at Calais, it is 
confinoed, as far as it can be, by the less minute statements of the Chroniclers.

Also there was 
made as it were many ships under saile, and windmils on the hils winding ; especially 
there was on the one side set ont all the armes of the Kings of England, with the King's 
petigree, and on Ibe other side the Emperor's arms and descent ; and about the high 
piller of Umber in the midst, was framed diners stages for organs and other instmments 
of mndcke to bee placed, with men and children as well to play on them as for to set 
forth their musicaU voices, and to haue made aa it were sn heauenly noise. But when 
the Emperor and the King of England, and the other states, should haue ait downe to 
their banquet, thia honse and all things els in great ahundance being prepared for fur- 
nUhing thereof, it fortaned that in the morning of the same day the wind began to riae, 
and increaang till the euening, it then on a sodaine blew off aU the cannas heaven, 
with planets, &c. and blew ont more than 1000 torches and other lightes of wax pre- 
pared to have giuen light to the banqnet. The seatea, which were with great riches 
prepared for the Emperor and the King, were dashed and lost." Annales, p. 507.

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Item, for the pleasaunte and honorable enterteignement of the 
nobles commyog with tbemperor, it is thought conrenyent that all 
and singoler the Kinges nobles, spirituall and temporall, shall from 
tyme to tyme, as the case shall require, and as by chaunce they 
shall mete to geders, euery oon after their estates and de^ees, 
comfortably to accompany and enterteigne theym, and euery of 
theym, as well in the Kinges corte as ellsewhere, in conduytyng 
tfaeym from place to place, to the Church, the Courte, their owne 
lodgyngs, or any oder place whider they shall haue appitite to 
resorte.

THE VISIT OF THE EMPEROR CHARLES V. 
TO ENGLAND, A.D. 1522. 

The next lenes of papers lelatu to what was probably the most splCDilid rofal liait 
ever paid to England; that of Uie Emperor Charlea Y. Id tbe year 1S3S. On the part 
of Charlea, the real occasion of the Tint was bis aoiietf to secure Henry u Mb colleague 
in a war against France ; and Henry, although at thai time at the height of his power 
and infiaence, wai prood to receiTe a gneit wbose presBnce in hia dominioos raised 
him in the eatimation, not only of his own people, but alao in that of foreiga 
■tatea. Cluuiei, to gaio his object, unbent in a manner which won the ^tout of 
tbe English monarch and people ; and Henry exhibited with delight the attractioDB of 
bis Capital, of Canterbury, of Qreeowlch, and of Windsor, to the greateat moDarch is 
Europe. 

It was at fint proposed that tbe Emperor shoi^d land in England on his way to 
Spain, in the month of March 1533; but Henry pleaded the want of time for making 
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the aeceaitiT preparatipna, uid reqneated > delaj antU the 26th April. Thli wu tgreed 
to,* nnd Bome hoatile moTements on the side of Turkey occiuioned a further delaj, x) 
that the Emperor did not altinmCelf reach Gravelinei, where he wu received by the 
Engliah Doblemea appointed to escort him into England, until the 35th May, 1533.'' 

AmongiC the papen in the posaesBJOD of his Grace the Duke of Rutland relating to 
this visit there, is one entitled,

This paper is a list of names of Germane, Spaniards, and Flemings, for the most part

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The iaFbrmation coatuued in these papsra muat hnve arotued the English gorem- 
meDt to the Deceasity of making preparatiOD for their illuBtrioDS viaiton, and 
the next document appears to have been a return to the inquiry — ^how such a mnl- 
titnde vere to be provided with a aafficient quantity of wine ! As a statisticikl paper, it 
is one of the most curious that can be cODceived, exhibiting the actual state, in the 
reign of Henry Till, of a most important branch of commerce, and affording a singu- 
lar contrast to the present conditioa of the same trade. According to a statement 
recently poijlighed in Mr. C. Knight's " London,'' there are now in the metropolis 
4,400 public houses, 330 hotels, and 960 spirit and wiae shops ; and the wine-cellars 
in the London Docks alone occupy three acres, and contun ^,000 pipes of wine- 
In 1533 tlkere were only 11 wine men^iants in London, and £8 principal taverns 
having cellan of wine ; and the total qnantity of wine in the cellars of the merchants 
and tavern keepers was 609 pipes.

The writer of theM maaoranda, howern iDgenioD* iome of bis mggrationB 
and eapeciallj that one relating to the fiih poads, eatertaiued a rather inade- 
qnate notion of the lernce of famishing pnmsioni for the hoM who were abont to Tirit 
thii conntrj. From the following paper, the tint part of which woald iieein to relate 
only to the Emperor'a Jonmej from Dorer to Greenwich, the number of meiiea'' to be 
enpplled bj the King's officers wa> 58, of which nnmher, if we nnderatand it rightly, 
SI were to be aetoallT prepared by the King's ofBcera, whilit the ardclefl for the 
remaininf 37 were to be deliTBTeii to the attendant! of the Emperor, ths Cardinal, and 
the other pereoni mentioned. 

We have here the first notice of the proTirion of lodging in London, a hrBOch of the 
jH'eparatioD for the Emperor which most have baen attended with many difflcnlties, 
and respecUng which some of the anbaequent papers contain mach cnrions information.

In 
the mean time the Cardjoal, with a train of S Esrla, 36 Knighta, 100 Gentlemen, a 
Blahopa, 10 Abbots, 30 Chaplaiaa, and 700 yeomen, bad tntTelled by eaiy ttagea from 
London to Doter, where the Cardinal recNTsd tbe Emperor " on the Mudea.'' The 
Emperor embraced him and took bim by the arm, and in tbia manner, followed by 
their respectiTe truni, they walked to their horaes, moooted, and rode together to 
Dover Cutle, " wher thei wer lodged." 

Hie King arriTed at Canterhnry on tbe 3Tth May, and there tidings reuhed him 
that the Emperor had already landed. According to the programme of tbe intended 
proceeding!, the Emperor waa to have remained at Dover only two days, and then to 
hsTe proceeded towards Canteibury, the King meeting bim on Barham Downs. A 
delay in the arrival of " his bagagii imd othirs off bis nobles," ai Sir Richard Vyng- 
fleld write*,* rendered the Emperor deairous to prolong his stay at Dover, and Wolsey, 
in commnnicadng this desire to Henry, advised bim to come on and join tbe Emperor 
there; he accordingly did so ■■ with a smsl compaignie," as Hall relates, on Wednes- 
day the S8th May, being AscensiOD eve. In the fallowing paper we bare a confirma- 
tioQ and explanalion of Hall's statement respecting the " smal compugnie."

OnFriday the6thof Jane 1533, the Kii^ and his augmt Tiaitor left the palace U 
Greenwloh and proceeded towBrde London. " A myle from Sainet Georges barre " a 
teat of doth of gold was erected, and there the whole paitj halted. The "two priocea 
shifted theim," and the heralds having appointed every man his place. Ihey again set 
forward in a proceadon which, according to Hall, was one of most dazzliog brilliancy. 
At the city bciuidaiy in Southwark they were met by the Lord Mayor and his brethren, 
and " one Sir Thomas More, Knight, and well learned," welcomed them in "an 
eloquent oraciOD." They proceeded thence through Sonthwarl, over LoDdon Bri^;e, 
and by Gradoni itreet, Corahill, and Cheapiide, the whole way being a succession of 
pageants, to St. Panl'a, where they were received by the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
twenty-one prelates 'n pontiflealibia. The two soiereigns dismounted, proceeded to 
the high altar and made an offering, and then " returned to horsebaclc and came to the 
Black Friars, where the Emperor was lodged in great royaltie." (Hall, S40. Edit. 
1809.) We mnst refer to the ohronielera for the particulars of the banqneting, the 
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■nailuBE, tnd ths Tlrioiu other entertsiameati which eosited od that aod tbe fallowing 
day. On Whit Sandsj the Emperor wai present at high maai nt St. Paul's, and heard 
eren soog at WeBtminater Abbef, and on the following Monday, the 9th June, he 
dined with the Duke of Suffolk m Sonthwark, "bunted there in the pirke,* and tbenca 
departed to the King's palace at lUcbmond. The only further memorials we have to 
present of tlie London ItetiTities at this time are two; the one, an astonishing bill of fare, 
which eantaina Uie qoantitiea of prOTiaiona neceaaary for the ordinary dieting of the 
Emperor's attendaats ptr diem i and the other, an account, equally astonishing, of the 
allowaiices which were reqnired erery »ight fbr the Count of Nassaa and two others of 
the Emperor*! train. The latter paper has no title, and is probably only a tng- 
ment; there is no reason to think that the gentlemen incloded in it were the only per- 
•ons for whose nightly wants there was made such ample proviuon.

fore the Crown became dependent npon parliamentary grants, a sufficient portion of the 
rojal hereditary revenue, which was received at the Eichequer, was made to pass into 
the hands of the Treasurer of the Honsehold, in order that it might become applicable 
to the payment of the domestic expenses of the Borereign and his court. The qnea- 
tion is one of some interest in connection with the machinery of the government in 
thoae days, and will be foond to be clearly answered bj (he following document. In 
confonnity with the cumbrous but methodical mode of transacting bosinesi pracdsed 
by oar uicestora, letters patent were granted to the Treasorer of the Honsehold, antho- 
limag him to recnre at the Exchequer, not one definite lum equal to the amount to be 
expended, but a multitude of small sums, out of certain specified payments, principally 
fee-form rents payable to the Crown by persons balding lands or privileges under royal

A. D. 1553. 



The faUowing paper ii withont a data, but it evidently relates to the c< 
Qaeen regnant, and, npon compariaan with the formnkr? f or the coronation of Qoeen 
Mar; in the librar; of the Societj of Antiquaries, and other aathoritiea Cor the lams 
ceremonj, it is clear that she was the Qneen referred to. 

. The Duke of Nortbfolke^ Earl Marshall, claymethe to haue the 
Quenes horse and palfrey, withe all the fumyture that is on the 
horse, and he claymethe to be bighe vssher the daye of the coro- 
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nacion, and to haue die table clothe of the high desse, and the 
cloth of estate that is behind the Quene. 

Therle of Anindell claymetb to be chief buttler the day of the 
coronacion, and to haue the Queenes best cuppe, and to haue all 
the wyne in the pypes and hogsheddes, and other vessells of 
wyne, as soone as the same vesselles is drawen to the barre, and 
abo to haue all the pottes and coppes within the wyne seller 
remayninge after dyner, so that they be neyther golde nor silver. . 

Therle of Sussex claymethe to be shewer at dyner the daye of 
the coronacion, and claymeth to have xx'' in the name of a fee, 
and xviij yardes of crymesin vellett, and the Queenes cloke, the 
hatt, and the cloke bi^ge, and one geldinge with a foot clothe of 
vellett; he claymeth, also, tappoynte all other sheweres that day, 
and to haue the somape which is home before the spyce plate at 
the coronacion. 

Therle of Oxford claymeth thoffice of great chamberlayne of 
England, and to haue for his fees xl''* yardes of crymesin vellett} 
and also he claymeth to haue the Queenes bedd wherein she lieth 
the nighte before hir coronacion, with all the apparell and fumy- 
ture belon^ge to the same, and to haue the nighte robe with the 
which the Queene was clothed the night before, with all hangings, 
cusshioiis, and other fumyture and apparel of the Queenes bedd 
chamber; also the said erle claymeth to seme the Queene with 
water at the coronacion, as well before as after dyner, and to haue 
the basens and towelles that the Queene is serued with that daye. 

Therle of Derbye claymeth to beare the short sworde, cauled 
curtana, before the Queene the daye of the coronacion, and to 
haue the fees thereunto belonginge ; also he claymeth to be cheef 
cuppe berer to the Queene that daye, and to have for his fee .■ 

The Lord Latymer and the Lord Braye do clayme to he ths 
Queenes almoner the day of the coronacion, and to haue the 
almoners dishe of silver. 

• A bUuk JD the HS. 
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The Lord of Burgeveney daymeth to be seriaunte and cheef 
officer of the larder the daye of the coronacion, and to haue aU 
the beefes, muttons, vealles, venyson redd and fallowe, kydd, 
bacon, and all other fleshe and fishe, salt, and all other thinges, 
remayning in the sud office after dyner. 

The Lord Oray of Wilton claymeth to be master of the Queenes 
havkes the day of the coronacion, and to haue the robe or vesture 
whiche the Q,ueene shall weare that daye. 

The Maior of London [claymeth] to serue the Queene after 
meat with a cuppe of wyne, and he to haue the cuppe of golde for 
his labor. 

The Barons of the Sinque Portes clayme to beare the canapye 
the daye of the coronacion, and to haue the same canapy, with 
the staves, and all thinges thereunto belonginge. 

Sir Gyles Alington, knight, claymythe [to] serue the Queene 
at hir coronacion with the first cuppe of silver and gilt, and to 
have the same for his fee. 

William Clopton, esquire, claymeth to make wafres for the 
Qoeene at the coronacion, and to serue the same wafres to the 
Q,aeenes table, and to haue for his fee all the instrumentes as well 
of silver as other mettall ordeyned for makinge of the same wafers, 
and also to haue all the napkyns and other profites and fees 
thereunto aperteyninge. 

Sir Edwarde Dymock, knight, claymythe to be the Queenes 
diampion the day of the coronacion, and to haue for his fee one 
cuppe of golde, the horse and fumyture, with tharmonre which be 
that daye wearithe, and all other to his fumyture apperteyning ; 
and he claymethe also xviij yardes of crymesyn satUn for his 
lyvery, and the full serVyce of meate and drynk belonginge to a 
baron to be conveyed to his lodginge. 
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P. 4, I. 30. — Purfild with ermyru. Purfild means edged, bordered. 
See Nares, and the glossaries to Chancer. 

Ibid. — WiA a rich tarpe. Sarpe is probably the Latin lerpentvm, 
which Dncauge renders by monile, a necklace or collar. 

P. 5, 1. 7. — A seele of cloth of gold haudekyn. The word here apelt 
»eeU, occurs in p. 7, as ceU, and in p. 10, we read that " the King 
.... shall goo nndre a ceele, or canape" Baudekyn, or Baldekynw, 
was cloth of Baldach, or Babylnn, whence it was originally brought. 
" It was the richest kind of stnff, the web being gold and the wocf 
silk, with embroidery." See Narea, and Dacange. 

P, 6, /. 3. — Bering m bawdenk wwe. The bawderick, or baldrick, 
was a belt generally worn round one side of the neck and under the 
opposite arm. There are instances in which it was worn as a collar; 
but the former was no doubt the way here alluded to. A mantle 
borne in that manner may be seen in tlie first of the plates illustrative 
of Johnes's translation of Monstrelet. 

t. 5. — ij hats of eHate. These were two caps of dignity, or 

maintenance, as they are termed by heralds. As figured in heral- 
dic books, the two beks, that is, beaks or peaks, stand apart in 
front of the cap ; but from this description it would seem that beak 
then rested on beak. Two caps of the same kind are mentioned in 
the Queen's procession, p. 7. Those used at the coronation of Ri- 
chard III. are described as "made with round rolles behynd and 
sharp becks before." Antiq. Bep. II. 242. 

I. 19. — Date cloth. Perhaps a misUke of the scribe for 

rate cloth, which we shall have occasion to notice hereafter.

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P. 6, /. 2\.—AnletU of gold. AnletU, anuhtU, or agletti, were tags, 
or pieces of metal attached to tbe ends of laces or points. They were 
sometimes highly ornamented. Vide Privy Parse Expences of Mary, 
p. 206, and Wardrobe Account of Edward IV. p. 235. 

1.2A. — WiihoHt any baiflet. This may mean that the litter 

was not ornamented by any bells, which were attached to the canopy 
held over the qaeen, see p. 7, or it may be a mistake for varies, i. e. 
veils. 

P. 7, t 4, — ij donert of ledder. A dorter, dosser (Chancer), 
or doser (Ward. Account of £dward IV. p. 123), is defined by Nares 
to be a pannier, or something of that kind, and that is its general 
■ignitication. It probably here means either a back-board to the 
Queen's litter, or the straps by which it was saspended from the 
hacks of the horses. 

/. 8. — White tarteron. Tarteron was cloth of Tars; bnt 

whether Tars meant Tarsns in CiUcia, or TarUry, or Tortona, is unde- 
cided. It was a fine cloth, and mention is made of it in white, green, 
hlne, and crimson ; probably it conld be made of any colonr. 

P. 9, L 1 The marble chair. See Taylor's Glory of Regality, 

p. 303, for notices of the ancient marble seat in Westminster Hall. 
It was the " King's Bench" or stone, the seat set apart for the sove- 
reign upon occasions of extraordinary solemnity, the Konigstal of the 
English monarch. 

I. 4. — A amokke ofPaynee. Raynee was cloth made at Rains, 

or Rheims, which, as Mr. Thoms has pointed out, is one of forty-fire 
places in France enumerated by Le Grand d'Aussy in his Fabliaux, 
vol. IV. p. II, as celebrated for the manufacture of cloth. In the 
will of Joan Lady Bergavenny, dated 10th January, 1434, there is 
mention of sheets of Raynes (Test. Vetust. p. 227) : and it may be 
inferred from another bequest in the same will, that it was the very 
finest description of cloth of which sheets were made (ibid. p. 228). 
It was also used for pillow cases. (Union Inventories, p. 45.) 

1,27. — Raie cloth. Rale, or rayed, cloth, was striped cloth, 

from the French rate, Stowe says, in his notice of the liveries of the 
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mairor of London, "every man had then sent home fonr yards of 
broad cloth, rowed or striped athwart with a difierent colour, to make 
him a gown, and these were called ray gowDS." Survey of Loudon, 
p. 197, edit, llioms, 1842. 

P. 12, L 13. — Thorough the quere to the pulpitt. At our corona- 
tions the platform or temporary erection under the tower of West- 
minster Abbey, which is set apart for the performance of the cere- 
mony, is DOW termed the theatre, but it was formerly termed the 
pulpit, in Freach pulftih-t, in Latin /tu^tfum. See Taylor's Glory of 
Regality, p. 179. 

P. 17, I. 25. — After waehed, dryed, and kymhed. " St. Edward's 
ivorjf comb is to be used if tbe King's hair after anointing lie not 
smooth." (A collection out of the L&er RegalU, edit. 1821, p. 10.) 
In Sporley's catalogue of tbe Regalia there is also mention of a 
golden comb; but Mr. Planch£ states that, amongst the Regalia at 
Westminster, the Parliament Commissioners [in 1649] found neither 
a gold Dor an ivory comb, bat "one old combe of home, worth 
nothing" (Planch^'s Regal Records, p. 87.) 

P. 21, I. Ql.— Shall offre an oMey of bred. Obley is an oblatioo, 
ohlata s hence the consecrated wafers distribated to commnnicants 
were termed ohlatee. 

P. 23, /. II. — A place .... muwt he prepared with travere and cur- 
ten». A travere was a moveable screen naaally placed in chapels 
round the seats of royal or noble persons, in such manner as to coa- 
ceal them from sight. Vide the Wardrobe Account of Edward IV. 



P. 28, 1. l.—71u^ld of the Cloth of Gold. In the Archieologia, 
xxi. 176, are two papers relating to the preparations and arrange^ 
ments for this interview, which it will be aseful to compare with the 
papers hero printed. 
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p. 30, /. \Q.—The Bishop ofChestre. This is of course the Bishop 
of Chichester ; the same misnomer oconrs at p. 74. 

t 1 1. — 7%e Archehiahop of Armaean. John Kyle, Arch- 
bishop of Armagh, was ahout this time elected to the see of Carlisle. 
He was also Archhishop of Thebes. See Weever's Fan. Men. 808. 
Lysons's £nf irons, ii. 688. 

Note. The date of the letters jiatent by which Thomas Lord 

Rooa was created £arl of Rutland, is here given as stated by Dng- 
dale ; but we are informed that in the letters patent the day of the 
date is the 18tfa, aad not as Dngdale has it, the 2eth Jvne IS25. 

P. 33, 1. 1. — Thomas More. The occarrence of Sir Thomas More 
amongst the " squyers," seems to shew that his biographers have been 
inaccnrato in dating his knighthood in 1517. 

P. 54, I. 17,— The Dvke of Eager. Rager is probably a misUke 
of the scribe for Ragen, the territory belonging to Ragensbnrg, nov 
Ratisbon, which was ii free imperial city, and, together with its sab- 
ject coontry, was governed by a Coant of the Empire, called here a 
Ihike. Still more anciently it was the eattrum Regmum, and after- 
wards the Augusta Tiherii of the Romans. See M^'CulIoch's excel- 
lent Geographical Dictionary, vol. ii, p. 570. 

J*. 56, I 23. — Qwarreijs,or, as at p. 84,^2, ^iwwyw*, and in Nares, 
upon the aathority of Romeus and Juliet, guariert, were candles made 
of wax, probably of snch weight that there were four to the pound ; in 
like manner aises, or, as at p. 84, siaus, were probably candles of six 
to the pound. 

P. 84, l. L &. — Caluer salmon. Caluer is caller, i. e, fresh. Vide 
Pegge's Forme of Cury, p. 40. 

P. 93, I. 15. — The ngne of Saint Lawrance, olhenoise called Bosoms 
yn. S to we's explanation of this sign is as follows: "there is one 
large inn for receipt of travellers, called Blossoms inn, bnt corruptly 
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Bosoms inn, and faath to sign St. Laurence the deacon, in a border 
of bloBsoma or flowers." Stowe'a Survey, Thoms'a edit p. 102. 

P. 96, I. 20. — Jegge» of Mutton. Jegge was a coiroptiop of gigot. 

U 23. — Dowceftes. DoKCeltet were cnstards. 

I. 26. — Jvasell. In Latin Jutcullvm, and juicellttm, a dimi- 
nutive from Jtu, broth or pottage. Vide Dacange ; Forme of Gary, 
p. 28 : Ordinances of Koyal Household, p. 462. 

P. 97, 1. 9. — DorellM. These occur as " daryols," in the Forme 
of Cury, p. 82, and are explained by the editor at p. 133, as " custards 
baked in a crust." 

P. 107, n. 8, 11. — The hundreds of Goscote and Fnimland, here 
stated to he in Warwickshire, are two of the hundreds of Leicester- 
shire. 

P. 118, /. 10. — Chwiaihaunee. This word occurs in the statutes, 
in Chancer, and in Robert of Urunne, in the sense of an agreement 
or composition, advantage or profit. 
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
